William Gressingham and Mr. Wil- 
liam Eagar Morden: A.D. 1674.” 
There were also the-coat of arms 
of the guild, and the crest and motto 
of the first Baronet of Dublin. 

The Merchant Guild of the Trinity 
was the oldest in Dublin, being 
founded under a charter given by 
Prince John in 1192,

Clay Dwelling-house 
Completed 


The clay dwelling-house, built as 
an emergency experiment, has just 
been completed at, Castlecomer. 

It was ordered by the Castlecomer 
Collieries Company, whose officials 
had noticed suggestions in the 
Irish Times by Mr. Frank Gibney, 
the Dublin architect, on the revival 
of the use of clay as a building 
material. i 

As the company has a fairly big 
housing problem on its hands, 
Gibney was commissioned to build a 
house in this material. Work was 
begun in April, and all that, remains 
to be done is the interior decorating 
and finishing. The house has six 
rooms; has walls two feet thick, 
made from local clay rammed be-' 
tween panelling and with damp 
courses, Local oak has been used 
for the roof timbers. The roof is 
thatched, the thatch bei treated 
with materials to make it fire proof 
and vermin proof. 

Information is not yet available 
about the exact cost of the house, 
but Mr. —or claims that the ex- 
periment has shown that, in certain 
conditions, it is possible to build 
such a house at a price comparable 
with that of the average county 
council house, though the clay house 
is larger and of a better character.

The possibility of repair- 
ing them for civilian use in this 
country was fully explored, but 
rejected because of the shortage of 
soling material, not upper leather, 
and the use of soling leather on 
these boots would be uneconomical.”’

TANK ATTACK 


While the Eighth Army outside 
Catania is working forward step b 
step, on Montgomery’s left flan 
the advance is more marked, and in 
the sweeps through Centuripe 
British troops substantially increased 
their bridgehead here. 

Bitter fighting raged at Catena- 
nuova, where the Hermann Goering 
Grenadiers used their tanks for the 
first time for over a week. The 
tank attack was held up by the anti- 
tank gunners, and one '' Tiger ” and 
two other tanks were abandoned by 
the Germans when they withdrew. 

On the coast the vanguard of the 
American 7th Army is moving east 
at a good pace. The village of 
Marina di Caronia, six miles east of 
San Stefano, has been captured, 
bringing the coastal forces into line 
with the American troops pushin 
forward inland along the rugge 
heights of the Caronia mountains. 


A VITAL ROAD 


It is in this region that American 
cruisers and destroyers are bom- 
barding the coast road and Axis 
positions along the 20 miles between 
Marina and Cape Orlando.
